Deensing Conditions. 

1. The Government of the Republic of Italy provide on 
a biratcral basis soft credits and grants to the Government of 
India to finance costs of Italian goods and services for 
specific projects mutually agreed between the two Govern¬ 
ments. For each of the credit financing, a financial conven¬ 
tion spelling out the arrangements tor drawal of funds, re¬ 
payment and interest payments, etc, is concluded between 
the Government of India and htediocredito Centrale. Essen 
tially, the credit funds are available only for direct paymen‘ 
to Italian suppliers. Against these credit funds, the Cover 
ment of India allocates foreign exchange to the prole 
holder to facilitate issuance of appropriate impon licence 
accordance with the import eolicy of the Government 
India, Die project holder|importer has to deposit eduivalei 
Rupee funds into the account of the Government of Ind 
against payments made to Italian suppliers from the crcdi 
f^ds on behalf of the project-holder] Importer. 
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2- The Goveinment of Italy has also agreed to authorise 
financial institutions in Italy to provide export credits as 
buyer’s credits, supplieis credits or as credit lines to Indian 
financial mstitutions. The principal terras of these credits 
are contained in the inler-Governmental aercement dated 
25-1-B5, a copy of which is at Anne. I For such export 
credits, a loan agreement has to he concluded between iho 
borrower and the lender, with a guarantee by Governtnent of 
India or a Government owned Indian Bank or institution; 
for suppliers credit, however, the credit terms will have to 
be incorporated in the supply contract itself, together with 
an appropriate guarantee. 

3. The tiovernment credits] Grants and the export credit® 
from Italy can be used cither independently or on a mixed- 
financing basis as may be mutually agreed bet/iecn the tvyo 
Governments in respect of individual projects. The adminis¬ 
tration and approval of these Italian credits is done by tne 
Department ol r.conomic rdfaiis (DEA) in the Government 
of India. 

4. Taking into account the conditions and operalional 
rcQuircments enjoined by the Italian authorities, the follow^ 
ing procedures and licensing conditions are hereby prescribed 
by the Government of India for information and compliance 
by importers I project holders. They come into force imme¬ 
diately and win remain in force with such modifications as 
may be notified from time to time. 

I Selection and approval of Projects. 

1. 1 Each project to be financed by Italian credits requires 
prior approvals of Italian authorities. To seek and obtain 
such approval, following details need to bo furnished to DEA 
tEEC Division) in a self-contained note, in four copies : 

(a) broad description of the project, together with esti¬ 
mated costs, starling and cominissionitig dates, loca¬ 
tion of the project and details of implementing 
authority specially highlighting its status (coriwrate 
or otherwise), managerial and financial capability to 
implement the project, etc. 

(b) developmental significance of the project (e.g, emloy- 
ment orientation, rural development, relation to im¬ 
portant sectors like agriculture, energy, etc ), appro¬ 
val of the project investment and of its inclusion 
in Plan; If applicable. 

(C) cost benefit analysis with reference to profitability, 
including a general assessment of non-quantiflable 
social benefits; 

(d) breakdown of total costs into major components, 
showing foreign exchange element sepaialely for 
each component; 

( 0 ) items and value of goods and services of Italian 
origin, with names of suppliers if already identified, 
if not estimates thereof and the basis of estimation 
of costs and source. Procurement method for selec¬ 
tion of suppliers (tendering, negotiation, etc.) adopt¬ 
ed or proposed to be adopted. 

I. 2 As the source of financing of imports of goods & 
services of Italian origin (soft credit, export ciedit, mixed 
financing, etc.) is to be mutually agreed upon between the 
two Governments, all intending importers, including appli¬ 
cants to the capital goods committees and the Fmnowered 
Committee, arc required to furnish the self-contained note to 
DEA (EEC Division) as early as possible, and well before 
applying to the CG/ Empowered Committee, The importer’s 
application to the CG /Empowered committee can be consi¬ 
dered only if DEA has received the self-contained Note .and 
a response thereon is available. 

Ilocatlon under Italian Credit. 

Allocationlreleases of foreign exchange against Italian 
kds will be made by DEA (EEC Division), inter-alia. 
Ight of its consultation with the Italian authorities. 

Unleiis otherwise agreed by DEA In deserving casM^

four months. In the absence of a receipt by DEA within 
this period of either—(i) a request for extension of the 
time limit with reasons therefor, or (ii) a copy of import 
licence (in duplicate) obtained, or (iii) in the case of 
OGL items, an intimation that the order has been placed 
on the supplier, the aliocation/rclease will be cancelled by 
DEA, 

III. Import Licence. 

III.l Import Licence will be issued by the Office of the 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports (CCI&E) iii accordance 
with the import Policy. The Import Licence will 

(a) provide a validity period of four months for con¬ 
tracting, which may be extended for a period of upto 
further four months on request with valid icason# 
therefore. Any request, for extension beyond 8 
months from (he dale of issue will have to be refer¬ 
red to DHA and wMl be considered by it only in 
special deserving cases. 

(b) show the Rupee value, on c.i.f. basis, calculated at 
the Ciistumt rate of exchange prevaifing on the date 
of issue of Licence, which rate will bo specified in 
the Licence. 

(c) will normally provide validity period for comple¬ 
tion of shipments of 24 months in the case of capita! 
goods and 12 months in other cases- 

(d) will bear a superscription “Itafian Credit” 

(e) will include in bs value the commission payable to 
the Indian agent; if any. 

III. 2 Immediately on the Issue of the import Licence, 
the importer should send to DEA two photocopies of the 
licence and advise llte expected date of the contract with 
the supplier. 

IV. Contract witli Supplier. 

IV. 1 The importer should ensure that the contract is 
concluded with the Italian si>pplier expeditiously, within the 
validity period indicated in III. 1 (a) above, 

TV. 2 Unless otherwise agreed by DEA in advance, only 
one contract will be concluded against each InTport licence, 
also, the contract value should be equal to the value of 
the Italian credit allocated or released by DEA. Part financ¬ 
ing of the f.o.b, value from other source® should be avoided 
in particular. 

TV- 3 Each contract should invariably be a complete, self 
contained document, signed by both parties in token of 
award by the importer and acceptance by the supplier. A 
contract in the form of a series of correspondence between 
the parties, or a contract signed and accepted by an Indian 
agent will not normally be accepted. 

rv. 4 Any amendment or modification of a contract should 
also be signed by the importer and the supplier, and should 
be promptly advised by the importer to DEA, in ten copies 
as in the ca^e of the original contract necessary amendment 
of the import licence, if any, should also be ensured by the 
importer, and advised to DEA. 

V. Terms & Conditions of contract. 

Special care should be taken by the importer to ensure 
strict compliance with the following terms and conditions : 

1. Currency.—As the Italian Credits are in US Dollars, 
the contiact should be denominated and should nrovlde for 
payments to suppl'er in US Dollars. Any departure from 
this provision must be got approved from D^ in advance 
of the conclusion of the contract, 

2. Price.—^The contract should indicate firm price on f.o.b., 
c&f or c.i.f, basis; price escalation, if unavoidable, may be 

rovided with an unambiguous formula, preferably with a 
xed ceiling. The contract should normally be on c.i.f. basis, 
unless marine insurance is contracted with Indian insurance 
company. In any case, the contract must indicate separately 
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iind distinctly the f.o.b. price, freight charges and insurance 
cost, weir as Indian agents commission, if any; such com¬ 
mission will Be payable hy the importer to the agent only 
in Indian Rupees aad the contract should clearly indicat* 

this. 

3. Miniujam Value.—The minimum value of the contract 
(fob) eligible for coverage under Italian credit is US 
$ 300,000. 

4. Origin of goods : 

4.1 Italian credit is available primarily to pay for goods 
and services of Italian origin; however, it may be extended 
to cover goods & services which originate in other countries 
but are subcontracted by and incorporated in deliveries to 
be made by Italian supplier and therefore remain under thci 
supplier’s responsibility and conform to the limits and condi¬ 
tions fixed by the Italian authoiities. For this purpo.se a 
stipulation as to the origin of goods should be incorporated 
in the contract; in the case of any-non-Italian content a letter 
evidencing approval of the Italian authorities to the financins 
thereof must he secured from the supplier and embodied 
in the contract, if such non-Italian content is to be covered 
under Italian credit. 

4.2 It is to be noted that supply of second-hand equip¬ 
ment is not norniuriy eligible for credit financing unless prior 
approval of the Italian authorities is available therefor in 
particular cases- 

4.3 Italian credit funds would normally cover the transpor¬ 
tation (overseas) costs only if shipment is effected under 
a bill of lading issued b^ an Italian shipowner. Similarly, 
in order to quality for credit coverage, insurance must have 
been contracled with Italian insurance companies. In both 
these cases, use of Italian credit, or otherwise, must be 
envisaged at the time of finalising the contract so that 
credit funds can be reserved thereof at the time of alloca- 
tionlrelease of Italian credit funds. 

4.4 Any portion of the c.l.f contract price, if not covered 
under Italian credit will be payable from Indian’s own 
resources. 

5. Payment terms : 

5.1 A down-payment of upto ten percent of the f.o.b. price 
may be made to the supplier immediately on Older if consi¬ 
dered necessary for a down-payment of more than ten 
percent, prior approval of pEA must be obtained before 
finalisation of the contract. A bank guarantee from the 
siippl-’er against such down-payment may be ensured and 
provided for in the contract as appropriate. 

5.2 Terms of payment for the balance of the contractual 
payment should be iu accordance with normal commercial 
practice as applicable to the particular type of gQodj|servii,es 
to be provided under the contract, stage paynnems prior to 
the shipment of goods, if warranted, are perniissiblc, such 
stage payments must be clearly defined in the contract and 
appropriate bank-guarantees against such advance payments 
should be oblamcd from the supplier in due time, if consi¬ 
dered necessary. 

5.3 In certain cases, payment of the last instalment to the 
supplierjcontraetor may be justifiably linked to -erection, com¬ 
missioning, perfoimance, provisional or final acceptance, etc-. 
The contract should provide for such payments falling duo 
op commissioning, performance tests, etc. 

6. (3thcr provisions.—^The contract must also Include Pro¬ 
visions to cover the following :—- 

(a) The effectivity of the contract will, inter-nlia, be 
subject to the approval of the contract by the Indian 
and Italian authorities for financing under the Italian 
Credit. 

(b) AH paynxjntB to the supplier, including the down 
payment, have to be amdc by an agent bank in 
Italy directly from the Italian Credit funds. 


(c) The documents which have to be presented by the 
supplier to the agent bank for each payment must 
be clearly stipulated in the contract. 

VI. Contract Notification and Approval, 

VI. 1 Immediately on conclusion of the contract, the Im- 
portei must forward to Department of Economic AfTalra 
(BEC Div.) : 

(i) ten certified copies of the contract and|or any 
amcndment(-j) duly executed in English language 
with dated signatures thereon by both the Indian 
Importer and the Italian supplier, 

(ii) two photo copies of the relevant import licence. 

(iii) a guar.intee (as in Annexure II) obtained from a 
scheduled bank authorised by the Reserve Bank of 
India to deal in foreign exchange.
